What becomes of the intercsts of the
people us expressed in the memorial
hunded to this Council, signed by over
seventy citizens—more than one-half the
number of voters at the last elec-
tion. ‘These gentlomen suggested that
t heir wishes might poasibly be entitled to
considerntion.  And their memorinl was
Inid on the table. Almost no notice was
taken of it so far as the public know.—
This Town Council and this one Commis-
sioner don’t make the people, by long
odds. They ure representatives of the
people, and the servants of the people,
and the wishes of the people should he
their guide.  One Councilman may shrug
his shoulders, and, in answer to a re-
monstrance of one of these same peuple,
may say, ‘“We have the majority in
Council.” But that majority mny not
exist always. I am perfectly sure that
did this Council exhibit a decent regard
for the wishes expressed in the memorial,
s0 as to tuke the views of the citizens of
Orangeburg, they would find no majority
our of Council in ‘fuvor of this street/—
“Self interest,” quoth Liniment, “has
swallowed up everything.” Where?—
Surely not in those 70 voters who pro-
test ngainst this matter. 1t is but rea-
sonable to suppose that of those memerial-
ists, but n very few are lot-owners—few
favorably affected by this street—and
they nre entitled to the credit of protest-
ing agninst this scheme as detrimental to
the public good. It is but fair to do
thew the justice to think they were nctu-
ated by no selfinterest in the matter;
but that while owning some of this prop-
erty which is to be wrested away from
the owners, they still feel, na public citi-
zens, that a great wrong is done to the
public—as publi¢ citizens are indignant
at the violation of private rights, and the
utter disregard of a grest fundamental
principle exhibited before thein. There
may be self-interest when they refleet
that the wrong done to one to-day may
be reflected on them to-morrow, and no
one knows upon whom the whims of this
choice body may next inflict a blow.

If these memorialists or the majority
own no lots—if they can’ see no public
benefit, but great private wrong instead,
dnd for this they protest, and because
they see that for a “scheme of a few the
great public must be taxed and robbed,
and private citizens wronged, are they
to be charged with “zelf-interest.”” There
may be self-interest; but it is not with
those who oppese this scheme.

AN' ORDINANCE Relo-
ting to the Health Board of the Town
of Orangeburg, 8. C., Ratified June
20th 1872,

Secrion 1. Be it ordnined by the
Mayor and Aldermen in Council assem-
bled,

That on and afterthe 20tk day of June
1872, the Board of Health shall consist
of the following named persons, viz:—
Dr. A. 8. and M. G. Salley, John A.
Hamilton, Esq., T. D. Wolfe, Esq., Sum-
uel Dibble, Esq., Mortimer Glover, Esq.,
and Joseph McNamara, Esq.

Brc. 2, That the Board of Health or
any of thein are hereby empowered and
authorized to inspect the premises of all
persons within the corporate limits of the
Town, and shall suggest to Council the
adoption of such rules and regulations
pertaining to hygiene, as shall seem ad-
visable and expedient for the promotion
of the health and purity of the town.

Sec. 8. That all persons within the
corporate limits of the town are required
to obey and ecarry out the recommenda-
tions of the Health Board, and any one
who shall neglect or watonly disregard
the rules and regulations laid down hy
said Bonrd, after the snme have been ap-
proved by the Town Council, ‘shall, by
reason of neglect or violation of gaid rules
and regulations, be fined in the sum of
twenty (20) dollurs in addition to the
expenses incurrced, or imprisonment at
the diseretion of the Council not exceed-
ing twenty days.

Bre. 4. All Ordinances or parts  of
Ordinances repugnant to or conflicting
with this Ordinance are hereby repealed.

An Ordinance. Appertain-
ing to Cows, Hops, &e., &e., and the
peace and good order of the Town of
Orangeburg, 8. C,, ratified June 20th
1872,

SectroN 1. Be it ordained, by the

Mayor and Aldsrmen in Council assem-
bled,

That from and after this 20th day of
June, 1872, any person, either by trust,
owner or igent, who shall hold lands in
the corporate limits of the town of Or-
angeburg, 8. C., shall be required to
build a good substantial fence around
said Iand or lots, and shall keep in grood
repair said fence, with side-walks in front
of said lot or lots whenever the same, in
the judgment of Counecil shall appear
necessary, amd for defaule or refusal to
make and keep in repair such fences nnd
gide-walks, for thirty days after heing no-
tified by Council so to do, the Town
Council may caue the same to be put in
repair, and require the owner cr agent to
pay the price of repairing, Provided,
That such contract for repairing the same
be let to the lowest bidder.

Sre. 2. That on and after the 20th
day of June, 1872, all Gares and pDoors
shall be hung so as not to swing over the
side-walk of any of the public streata of
the Town, and in case of default or refu-
sal of the owner or agent in charge of
any property to comply with this section
for thirty (30) days after being notified
by the Town Council o ta do, the Town
Council may cause any pgate or door
hung contrary to this section, to be hung
80 ns to swing inside at the expense of
the owner of the premises on which such
gate or door is situate, to be recovered in
any court of competent jurisdiction.

Sec. 3. That all owners, agents or ten-
ants of lots or houses within the corpo-
rate limits of the town, are required, {from
the 1st of June to 1st of October of each
year to have their premises—especially
Privies, Stables, Cow-Houses, Pens or
Sheds where Hogs may be kept—cleansed
of all filth or garbage, at least once each
month. Any violation of this section
shall be punished by fine of not less than
five dollars nor more than $20.00 or im-
prisosment not less than five (5) days,
nor more than twenty (20) days,

Skc. 4. That from and after the 20th
day of June, 1872, that it the cireass of
any dead animal, of whatever class, be
found within the corporate limits of said
Town, whether the dead careass is found
on the premises of the owner or not, shall
be required after notification from Coun-

¢il to have the raid dend earcass removed
immedinteiy, beyond the eorporate limits
of snid town, and any violation of this
section shall subject the offender to fines
uf not less than one (1) dullar, nor mure
than twenty (20) dollars, or imprison-
ment of not less than one (1) day, nor
more than twenty (20) days; and any
person or persons who ehall move & dead
carcass of any animal and leay- it
within the corporate limits of said town
shall be subjected to n fine of not less
than one (1) dollar, nor more than twen-
ty (20) dollars, or imprisonment for not
less than one (1) day nor more than
twenty (20) days.

8ec. 5. That from and after the 20th
day of June, 1872, any person or per-
sons who shall use ohscene or quarrel-
some language, cursing, swearing or de-
faming, drunkenness, fighting, or make
noise of a boisterous nature, or shall, in
any manner whatever, disturb the good
order, peace and quiet of any person or
persons within the corporate limits of
said town, shall be subjected to a fine of
not less than one (1) dollar nor more
than fifty (50) dollars, or to imprison-
ment for not less than one (1) day nor
more than (20) days, or shall work on
the public streets of the said town for not
less than one (1) day nor more than ten
(20) days, and the Town Marshal shall

Sec. 6. That any person or persons
who shall keep “Junk Shops” within the
corporate limits of eaid town shall be
required to take out a license for carry-
ing on the said business, for which he,
she or they shall pay fifty (50) dollars,
yearly, during the continuanee of suid
business, and no license shall be granted
for a less period of time than six months,
(subject to like rules and reguiations as
is in ordinance ratified March 14th
1869,) and any violation of this section
shall subject the offender to a fine of not
legs than one dollar, nor more than fifty
doflars, or impritonment for not less than
ong day nor more than twenty days.

Brc. 7. The Town Marshal shall be
required to enforce a rigid observance of
n% gcetion of: this ordinance; and ev-
ery culpable neglect of duty as isin every
section of this ordinance required shall
subjeet him to such fines and penaltics as
the Council in their judgment may im-
l“ll"(‘.
